Found in Locker at Central H igh 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Jan. 20 \# 
—A stick of dynamite, uncapped 
and unfused, was found in an emp- 
ty locker at integrated Central 
High School today. Supt. Virgil 
Blossom called it a weapon of ter- 
ror “to force us to close the 
school.”’ : 

The dynamite, relatively harm- 
less in its unfused, uncapped 
state. was found after a 90-minute 


search by city police and federal- 
ized National Guardsmen. An 


anonymous telephone call to a lo- 


cal radio station manager, Ray 
Bartlett, started the search. 

Bartlett said the caller told him 
there were two sticks of dynamite 
planted in the basement of the 
2,000-student school ‘in a locker.” 
No second stick was found. 

The discovery of the dynamite 


climaxed a hectic first day of the 
new semester that was filled with 
rumors and tension. Earlier in the 
morning a Negro student — one 
of the nine whose integration into 
Central High touched off the Lit- 
tle Rock crisis — was knocked 
down by a white boy. Both were 
sent to the principal’s office. 

The dynamite search was Car- 
ried out while some students were 
attending classes and others were 
lunching in the basement cafe- 
teria, just a few yards from where 
the stick was found. 

Acting police Chief Eugene 
Smith said he believed the dyna- 
mite was put there ‘‘not to blow 
up anything but to create hyste- 
ria.” 

Blossom commented: “It ap- 
pears that this is a part of a

Mr. Gillis Raises 
A Pertinent Point 


Jim Gillis, for some years chairman 
of the State Highway Board, who got 
things done and whose honesty was 
never questioned, publicly and em- 
phatically has denied a recent statement 
by Gov. Griffin. 

The governor had said that for the 
first time Georgia has a “systematic, eco- 
nomical and equitable rural roads con- 
struction system.” 

To this Mr. Gillis replies: 

“This simply is not true.” 

Gillis. who served under former Gov. 
Talmadge and who was ousted by Gov. 
Griffin, certainly should know whereof 
he speaks. 

Three times as many rural roads were 
built in the first three years of the Tal- 
madge administration as in the first 
three of Gov. Griffin’s, he says. 

And they were built, says Mr. Gillis, 
at from one-third to one-half the cost 
of those being built under the bonded- 
debt method of financing under the pres- 
ent administration. Taxpayers, he says, 
will be burdened with an additional 80 
million dollars if the proposed increase 
in bonding authority is granted. 

All this reminds us that Gov. Griffin’s 
administration is the most expensive we ve 
ever had. Even if one figures in the in- 
flationary increases in costs of not merely 
roads but all other purchases, the gov- 
ernor has been a very expensive fellow 
for Georgia. 

The new Griffin proposal for rural 
roads is being called a political slush fund. 
It begins to look more and more like it. 
If it passes, every state legislator and 
county commissioner will be vulnerable to 
pressure to go along with a designated 
candidate—or else. The “or else” being 
no roads. 

But we are grateful to Mr. Gillis for 
pointing out that fewer rural roads are 
being built and that they cost from one- 
third to one-half more than those built 
under the previous administration. 

The more you study Gov. Griffin, the 
more expensive a luxury he is revealed to 
have been and to be. Things surely have 
cost a lot under his administration. 


Will Inflexibility Kill 
Late Primary A gain? 


Fulton County’s legislative delegation 
is now in general agreement that a late 
primary for Atlanta would be preferable. 
But there’s still one hitch in the works. 

It involves an argument about wheth- 
er the late primary date should be fixed 
or flexible within a given time limit. Sen. 
Charlie Brown insists the date be fixed. 
Rep. Muggsy Smith wants it flexible, the 
exact date.to be set by the city executive 
committee. 

The late primary is the important mat- 
ter under consideration. The community 
wants it that way. If this argument about 
flexibility is all that’s holding it up, we 
would suggest that both Mr. Brown and 
Mr. Smith show a little flexibility and 
come up with an agreement which will 
accomplish the desired end. 

After all. a matter of 30 days or so— 
as long as the primary comes in the late 
fall—shouldn’t be an insurmountable hur- 
dle. The important thing is to end this all- 
year campdign business to which the 
citizens have just been subjected.

Ike’s Optimism Hinges 
On Controlling Inflation 


To the President’s conclusion ‘that the 
nation can “lick the recession this year, 
pay in full the cost of meeting Russia's 
new challenge and go forward to real eco- 
nomic growth without inflation,’ the na- 
tion will add a fervent: 

“We hope so, Mr. President.” 

Inflation remains the great peril. 

Money is the basic symbol of govern- 
ment. And when people lose confidence in 
it, then indeed is government in trouble. 
As long as there is confidence in the cur- 
rency the criticism of governments is not 
too meaningful. But when the money no 
longer enjoys confidence, there is grave 
trouble at hand. 

Mr. Eisenhower underscored the pre- 
dicted spring upswing by saying “unwar- 
ranted wage and price increases’ could 
delay or prevent it. 

Somehow we must avoid the folly of 
inflation. The nation can yet remember 
when there was a better living than now 
exists out of lower wages than those of 
today. It could be argued that lower wages 
would produce more groceries and goods 
in the home if prices were down corre- 
‘spondingly. We already have seen that 
even though wages keep relative pace with 
inflation, they always remain a bit be- 
hind and eventually inflation prices things 
out of the market. 

We read that Big Steel is going ahead 
with a price increase because it expects 
a wage increase. If this occurs, the con- 
sumer will put on more brakes. 

There is no reason to have a deep 


recession. The government is going to 
spend too much money to allow a reces- 
sion of long duration. But we could dip 
into one rather deeply by starting up the 
inflationary spiral. 

There is that big “If” in the Presi- 
dent’s talk on the nation’s economy. 
There is another. “If we follow suitable 
private and public policies this challenge 
can be met... .” 

It can. But this will take positive, 
frank leadership from the White House. 
It will require intellectual honesty from 
business and labor. Increased profits, in- 
creased wages, increased costs—this is the 
deadly triangle, the three-pronged virus 
which produces the “inflationary influ- 
enza’ which so debilitates government 
and business.

No State Authority Has 
A Right to Autonomy 


The bill which obviously is aimed at 
expediting the State Ports Authority’s 
proposed purchase of Central of Georgia 
Railroad properties at Savannah would 
give the authority extraordinary power 
outside of the state’s regular fiscal chan- 
nels. 

It would make it possible for the au- 
thority to accomplish through legislation 
something which the General Assembly 
itself is now investigating. Apparently it 
would give the authority the right to by- 
pass the State Property Acquisition Com- 
mittee and the probing light of State Au- 
ditor Thrasher’s fiscal inquisitiveness. 

Especially disturbing are the 
posals which would allow the authority 
to acquire title to ports properties in its 
own name and which would permit it to 
borrow money and secure debts in any 
manner it may authorize. Kaualiy disturb- 
ing is the proposal to allow the authority 
to sell surplus personal or real property 
and take the money for its own uses.

The ambiguous measure also grants 
other questionable powers. 

No other agency of state government 
has such powers. To take responsibility 
for the ports authority from the state and 
to set up an independent agency answer- 
able only to itself is an unbelievable sug- 
gestion. Surely the General Assembly will 
recognize it as the unwise measure it is 
and quickly eliminate it.

New Grady Agreement 
Clears Way for Service 


As plans are completed for the move 
into the new Grady Hospital, it is welcome 
news that the Fulton-DeKalb Hospital 
Authority and Emory University have 
achieved a meeting of the minds in their 
dispute about patient care. 

This dispute, which reached the public 
prints following resignation of a number 
of physicians, was, of course, regrettable. 
Grady is a publicly owned facility and the 
new hospital building and equipment cost 
approximately 26 million dollars. 

The new spirit of cooperation in which 
a joint procedure for settling problems 
between Grady and Emory Medical Schoo] 
has been established should lead to bet- 
ter administration. 

Grady and Emory each will play an 
increasing role in the area’s health pro- 
gram. 

There remains the nagging problem 
of finances. Admittedly the 1958 operat- 
ing budget will fall short of needs bv 
about a million dollars. There will be no 
funds for additional programs in psy- 
chiatry and for tubercular patients—cer- 
tainly public health problems of consid- 
erable magnitude. 

The hospital authority and Emory are 
exploring ways in which additional funds 
may be raised from sources other than 
taxes. These deserve full study. Mean- 
while, the agreement concerning policies 
and problems should contribute to maxi- 
mum effectiveness in operating the new 
facility.

Itinerant ‘Tax Experts’ 
Are Ready for Unwary 


This is the season of the year when 
self-styled income tax experts hang up 
their shingles in small stores ‘or vacant 
buildings, ply their trade until the dead- 
line for filing returns and then, all too 
often, vanish. 

W. J. Bookholt, district director of the 
Internal Revenue Service, has issued a 
timely warning against such operators. 
Many of them are incompetent, he said. 
and some of them promise big refunds 
that fail to materialize after the return is 
investigated. 

One of the gimmicks usually offered 
is that of bargain rates, which the tax- 
payer in many instances finds to be a 
quite costly bargain, indeed. 

It’s much more economical in the long 
run for those needing assistance to con- 
sult an agent of the Internal Revenue 
Service, a qualified accountant or attorney 
or some other recognized authority in the 
field.

Must states collect higher auto- 
mobile license prices than Geor- 
gia dves now and a reduction 
from $10 or $7.50 to $3 would be 
only « drop in the bucket when 
compared to the total amount paid 
by automobile operators through 
various other taxes—gasoline, oil, 
Sales, etc. 

The prices now being paid for 
car licenses in Georgia cannot be 
said to be working a hardship on 
motorists. If that is true they 
could not afford to operate their 
vehicles for in this current age 
a tank of gasoline costs consider- 
ably more than the $3 proposed 
for.a vear’s license to operate the 
car. 

To take care of the drop in reve- 
nue occasioned by: a reduction in 
the price of car tags, aside from 
adopting another tax law, the 
state would have to dip into the 
surplus—and that surplus is need- 
ed to meet emergencies and ab- 
sorb the shocks from reductions 
due to fluctuating collections from 
other sources. . 

Car tags are an incidental as 
far as total revenue is concerned. 
All of us would like to see reduc- 
tions ir all forms of taxes and li- 
censes, but to swap pockets before 
making tax payments is merely a 
political subterfuge.

Shadows of Gloom 


As I recall the beginning of this year, there 
is ene thing which stands out. This concerns the 
pessimistic and gloomy predictions 


guarded, 


made by the “specialists.” At the turn of the year experts in many 
fields offer their estimates of coming events. Some of these persons 
speak from a background of wide experience; others just prognosti- 


cate. 


I listened carefully to a number 
of these forecasters, although I 
am sure that it is not given to 
most men to discern the signs of 
the times. I heard very few sug- 
gestions that the new year would 
be one of promise and achieve- 
ment, except in our uncanny Ca- 
pacity to manufacture more and 
more clever and useful gadgets. 
Mostly I heard gloom and despon- 
dency. The immediate reason for 
this, I presume, was that Sputnik 
was circling the earth. And there 
were other reasons, too. 


Yet I am enthusiastically hope- 
ful, for my faith in God gives me 
what the historians call ‘‘the long 
look.’” Khrushchev may be ‘‘man 
of the year’’—a_ short-view esti- 
mate with which many of us 
do not agree—but he is hardly 
more than that. And he surely 
is not man of the generation. 

I recall the words of the British 
essavist, Leigh Hunt, who in com- 
menting on Napoleon said, ‘No 
great principle stood by him.” I 
am hopeful because I believe with 
all my heart in great principles. 
These are what make great men, 
and great men mold the life of 
the centuries, if not always of the 
passing day. 

I am also supremely hopeful be- 
cause of my conviction that, amid 
all of the confusion of our times,

God’s will is being accomplished. 
Without this trust in divine provi- 
dence I, too, should become cyni- 
cal and pessimistic, even as some 
of my unbelieving friends are. 

The days we are living in are 
shadowed times. No one doubts 
this. Yet do we need to give in to 
a mood of despair? Years ago 
when Robert Louis Stevenson was 
looking toward his life’s close on 
the island of Samoa, a rather nar- 
row-minded minister insisted on 
visiting for the purpose of talking 
with him on the dangers of dying. 
Finally the great novelist replied 
to the minister’s urgencies by 
saying that he might come but 
that together they would talk of 
the dangers of living. Life is full of 
dangers and I don’t expect we 
would live wisely or well if we 
were not challenged by the unex- 
pected we find at every turn. 

There is One to whom the way 
is clear. ‘‘Amid the darkness the 
Light shone, but the darkness did 
not master it,’’ is Dr.. Moffatt’s 
translation of John 1:5. When we 
walk with the Lord our path is 
spiritually illuminated and when 
our way is full of light our hearts 
are full of hope. 

This is not an escape from the 
realities of our times. It is the 
testimony of faith, and faith is 
the foundation of all our pilgrim- 
ages.

in it some clue to the economic future. But the administration is itself 
waiting for a lead from the economy. 


Firmly insisting that business 
will head back up again by mid- 
1958, the budget-makers take a 
stance of determined optimism. 
The budget is precariously bal- 
anced on the basis of tax reve- 
nues running considerably higher 
than at present. 

In other words, while the cur- 
rent recession has caused a cut- 
back of $1,200,000,000 in revenue 
as estimated for the current fiscal 
year, with a resulting deficit, the 
administration is betting things 
will be back at least to the early 
1957 level by July. The fact is, 
however, that no one is wagering 
very much on this assumption. 

In his economic report and in 
his letter transmitting the report 
the President shows the same 
resolute optimism while granting 
the need for stronger measures to 
cope with the downturn. If this 
optimism proves unfounded the 
administration will have to move 
quickly to stop the slide while it 
is stili subject to mild remedies. 

As President Eisenhower indi- 
cated, a deficit for the fiscal year 
beginning next July 1 will be ac- 
cepted philosophically. Such a 
deficit would be counted on to 
help reverse the downtrend, 

But some observers feel that 
by this approach the administra- 
tion is asking for the worst of 
both worlds. By insisting the 
budget can be balanced, it is 
pleasing the budget-balancers, but 
it is also helping to depress the 


economy. The deficit, when it 
comes, will be too little and too 
late to correct a continuing down- 
swing 

In trying to cut domestic ex- 
penditures to make up for the in- 
creased cost of developing mis- 
Siles, the administration may be 
inviting trouble from both sides 
of the budget argument. The 
orthodox, economy-minded budget- 
balancers have already com- 
plained the President has not cut 
deepiy enough into what they con- 
sider nonessential spending. 

On the other side, a determined 
protest is rising from those who 
feel that conservation of natural 
resources, development of hydro- 
electric power with government 
assistance and the active promo- 
tion. of research in nonmilitary 
fields is vital to conserve and ex- 
pand the base of America’s 
strength. Sen. Richard L. Neuber- 
ger of Oregon and other Western 
Democrats are going to attack on 
this score. 

The word ‘‘consensus,” which 
President Eisenhower likes to use, 
means common agreement on di- 
verging opinions. But there are 
situations in which opposing views 
cannot be reduced to any agreed 
common denominator. And it is 
then that leadership must come 
down on one side or the other. 
This is a lesson of politics and 
government which the President 
finds hard to learn.

“To allow each succeeding 
grandjury to change or modify 
the act (establishing jurisdiction 
over young drivers) would lead to 
a chaotic condition,” Judge Wool- 
folk said, adding it ‘‘would dele- 
gate to the grand jury legislative 
authority.” 

Judge Woolfolk said exclusive 
jurisdiction for all youthful driv- 
ers should be vested in the juve-

Bill Would Make | 


Science Mandatory 


Sen. DeNean Stafford of Tif- 
ton will offer a bill Tuesday to 
make four years of mathematics 
and four years of science pre- 
requisites for high school gradu- 
ation. 

The bill would be effective 
after July 1, 1960. It would re- 
quire courses in physics, chem- 
istry, algebra and geometry. 

Stafford is a long-time critic 
of ‘‘soft’’ high school courses. 
Partly through his efforts and 
those of the Senate Education 
Committee last year, Georgia 
high schools were required to 
offer more language, science 
and math courses.

ity to sell any property acquired 
since the first authority bill was 
passed in 1945. This was viewed 
as preliminary to selling sites on 
the Whitehall Plantation, part of 
the Savannah property being con- 
sidered for purchase, for indus- 
trial expansion. 

One section of the bill says the 
governor may give the authority 
funds for buying property. Some 
viewed this as a method of giv- 
ing the authority power to acquire 
property without going through the 
State Property Acquisition Com- 
mittee. 

After the authority announced 
on Jan. 3 that it had agreed to 
buy the property for $3,750,000, 
Gov. Griffin said he would pro- 
vide $2,000,000 from state surplus 
to apply on the purchase price. 

State Auditor B. E. Thrasher 
Jr., blocked any immediate action 
on the plans, however, when he 
demanded—as a member of the 
State Property Acquisition Com- 
mittee—more facts on the pro- 
posed transaction. When he failed 
to get the facts, he recommended 
the legislative committee. Gov. 
Griffin immediately had his legis- 
lative leaders create it.

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New Mother Must Lea

Some of the most bedraggled humans I know 
are the women who are caring for infants for the 
first time. 

The first three months after the new baby is 
born probably are the days of the greatest fatigue 
a woman ever knows. Her body is changing back 
to its cycle, which alone can cause fatigue, and 
her small baby is hungry at midnight and 5 in 
the morning and assorted hours in between. 

She tries to keep two sets of hours—an adult 
schedule of all-day wakefulness and late-night 
television viewing and an infant's whimsical 
notion of stirring together waking and sleeping 
in a 24-hour caldron. 

Some women suffer a real trauma during their 
first weeks with a new baby. I’ve heard many 
say, “I’ve never been the same since my baby 
was born,” and the implication is that the baby is 
to blame. He isn’t at fault at all—the mother is 
suffering from defeat. She failed to cope with 
her child and she is ridden by frustration, fatigue 


can only see that the turning point came with the 
birth of the baby. 

Here is the tragedy that can blight the lives 
of both mother and child. The first necessity 
of motherhood is acceptance of its vicissitudes: 
Erratic. unreasonable hours, exhaustion, anxiety, 
and loneliness. These drawbacks are natural 
companions to motherhood, but impermanent 

Uninterrupted sleep is impossible and the only 
solution this side of a breakdown is to join the 
baby’s routine. He’s thriving on his system of 
connected catnaps and so will his mother, once 
she gets the hang of It. 

The next necessity for every new mother is a 
baby sitter. Even while she is nursing her baby 
it’s vital that she be able to slip away from her 
home for an hour or two with her husband. The 
couple needs to reestablish communication beyond 
the pull of the demanding little person in the crib. 
When the nursing period is finished, around the 
fourth month, the husband and wife should try to 
go away together for a few days. 

A major difficulty in the months that follow the

temporary lull in her sexual desire. She is 
tired and distracted and her body is preoccupied 
with a major metabolic change. This same 
freakish frigidity occurs during menopause and I 
suspect it constitutes a major threat to a mar- 
riage. I’m concerned that the husband’s need, 
which is only submerged and not vanished at all, 
will demonstrate itself at some inopportune time, 
when his wife may not be present but someone 
else. Nature has no high-minded code. 

I am also troubled that those so-called ‘‘good’”’ 
husbands who, promptly by sincere considera- 
tion, are making no overtures to their wives, 
will come to resent either the wives or their 
babies as the weeks of abstinence roll by. 

Wives must be more sensitive to the needs of

women must also be sensitive to their own need 
to be loved and fulfilled. 

The period after a baby 1s born is one in 
which the new mother must be watchful that the 
true value of her life, which is her marriage, 
isn’t disturbed. If she isn’t careful and, if need 
be, a good actress, she may lose it all. 

When the mother takes up the threads of ordi- 
nary living after the nursing period, she has new 
richness and maturity to last all of her days. 
Her sense of importance and achievement gives 
her a new confidence. 

But all these hard-won trophies will be tar- 
nished if the mother clings to the cocoon she 
has been sharing with her baby. Some women 
clutch at this happy time of complete dependency 
and domination and try to perpetuate it. Such 
covetous and unwholesome grasping cripples the 
child emotionally. The only way to keep the love 
and warmth of a child is to stand him on his own 
feet when he is ready and let him go. 


I want to add that this releasing of a child is 
just as vital in the case of adopting mothers. 


life—the joy of the phone call that notifies them 
that their child is waiting for them, and the giddy 
and unself-conscious way they can stand off and 
admire the baby as though he were an objet d’art. 
The special hazard in adopting is that the child 
is sometimes Yegarded as too precious to set free. 
It’s a criminal act for an adult to cling to a 
child—any adult, any child. 

The most important point I have to make 
about babies is this: They are mere incidents 
in a marriage. 

Marriage is a relationship between man and 
woman that may last for 50 or 60 years. Children 
will come and go but the main plank remains the 
same. Women must always care for the needs of 
their husband ahead of their children. In such 
a home, the children and marriage will blossom. 
If a woman puts her children first, the children 
become demanding, the husband disinterested, 
and the wife frenzied. The health of the home 
will perish.

If you know exactly how the 
writer of that letter feels, to- 
day's column is for you. With 
the beginning of the New Year 
comes fresh courage. Today is 
the ideal time for a new begin- 
ning. The first step is to make 
up your mind. 

It isn’t enough to just make 
another resolution to ‘go on a 
diet.’’ To put resolute intentions 
on a par with action is a com- 
mon failing. All this accomplish- 
es is to ease your mind, tem- 
porarily. | 

To release your will for ac- 
tion, change your point of view. 
Visualize yourself the way you 
want to be—normal weight and 
vitally alive. Set a near goal by 
aiming first at yobr next small- 
er size, 16 to 20 pounds lighter. 
Concentrate on your goal. Hold j 
that picture in your mind's 
eve. 

Science has the way by which 
you can eat to lose weight. It 
isn’t a quickie diet, but rather 
an eating pattern made up of a 
variety of foods. This pattern 
includes the foods which are the 
best sources of essential nu- 
trients. 

What's keeping you _ over- 
weight—or gaining? Your Cal- 
ories are too high. Of course, 
nobody eats “‘calories’’—you ‘eat 
food which releases fuel, the 
amount of which can be meas- 
ured in terms of calories. But 
when your meals, plus snacks, 
add up to more calories than 
you use in daily activity, the 
pounds come on. One pound of 
body fat represents 3,500 cal- 
ories taken over and above the 
number used. 

It helps to count your Cal- 
ories. However, there is more 
to redueing than just keeping 
the calorie score. The food in- 
cluded in the reducing fare must 
provide all the nutrients needed 
to make good the wear and tear 
of daily living. Use this food 
pattern daily: 

Four to six ounces cooked 
weight of lean meat, fish or 
fowl: an egg (not fried) or a 
half cup of cottage cheese; two 
glasses of skim milk, liquefied 
skim milk or non-fat butter- 
milk: two fruits, including a cit- 
rus fruit or juice; a green leafy 
or yellow vegetable plus a sec- 
ond vegetable; a small serving 
of a starchy vegetable or a serv- 
ing of cereal; bread, two to 
three thin slices and not more 
than three-half-pats of butter or 
margarine. 

That pattern totals 1,000 to 
1,200 calories. On it you: can 
lose one to two pounds a week, 
without going hungry. |

This is particularly true on a professional Jevel. The Atlanta 
Crackers, handcuffed to a shaky double-A league, auto racing and 
wrestling constitute the pro menu. 
| Georgia Tech, of course, presents 
some of the finest college football in the 
nation, and Whack Hyder’s basketball 
team is rapidly achieving maturity. But 
it’s virtually impossible for the average 
guy to obtain good tickets to Tech’s 
home football games. 
cials will soon be faced with the same 
problem in the Alexander Memorial 
Coliseum. 

Tech made an attempt to in- 
crease the seating capacity at 
Grant Field in 1956, but necessary 
funds weren’t available. Contribu- 
tions were refunded when the finan- 
cial drive failed, and the battle con- 
tinues each fall for the 40,000 
ducats.

Earl Mann has been the most successful operator in the minors 
since he assumed the president’s chair at Ponce de Leon Park. The 
Crackers have won more pennants than any minor league team. 
Yet, Mann has Tech’s football problem in reverse. Poncey seats 
only 13,500, but the empty pews outnumber the customers except on 
rare occasions. 

Atlanta has outgrown double-A baseball, and Mann waged an 
all-out. fight to land a triple-A berth. But the segregation issue 
slammed tizht the doors of the International and American Associa- 
tion. 


All minor league baseball is facing a fight for survival, and in 
the not-too-distant future Atlanta must move up or fade out of the 
baseball picture. 

This department has often stated that Atlanta is a major league 
baseball city. Before Milwaukee achieved major league status, 
Atlanta annually outdrew the city which now annually leads the 
majors in attendance. 

Milwaukee draws heavily on surrounding territory for its 
patrons. And Atlanta could lure citizens from Macon, Columbus 
and other areas with major league baseball. Certainly they’re 
not coming to Atlanta to see minor league baseball. 

rhus, the city’s No. 1 professional attraction is on a toboggan. 
Construction of a new stadium would sew the seeds for a major 
league franchise. But city fathers rarely discuss such a project. 
As mentioned here previously, they'll probably be playing major 
league baseball on Mars before Atlanta gets a franchise. 

The Gate City was once the golf capital of the South. But even 
on an amateur level the sport has shrunk. Once the Dogwood and 
other tournaments attracted big name amateurs, but a major event 
is now indeed a rarity. 

It's encouraging to note that the Carling Brewing folks are 
going to stage a pro tournament. It’s an added attraction on a 
very lean pro diet.

Pro football 1s booming on all fronts, and few cities are more 
interested in football than Atlanta. I think a pro franchise would hit 
the jackpot here. 

There are, of course, two major obstacles. Even if Bert. Bell 
had an extra franchise, which he doesn’t, Atlanta wouldn’t be con- 
sidered. First, there’s no place to play, and again there’s the segre- 
gation issue. 

The pros have made several attempts to play exhibition games 
here. But Tech won't unlock the Grant Field gates, and that’s the 
only available arena. 

Pro basketball is the lone major league which has had tough 
sledding. But in a city where the public, at least, is sports minded, 
pro basketball probably would go. Of course, there’s no place to 
play. 

Boxing was a big sport here years ago, and Paul Jones, the 
wrestling emperor, has been shadow boxing with the idea of re- 
viving the sport. But there are only a few pugs worth watching 
today. 

Lakewood was once a must stop on the racing map, and the 
big-name drivers appear here now and then. It’s understood that 
several big shows are on tap for the summer months. 

Ice hockey has made a hit on the local picture tubes, and it 
might click here. But I wouldn’t lay too many chips on it. At any 
rate, a combination bowling and skating palace has passed the 
blueprint stage. And hockey may get a trial in two or three years. 

Unless a stadium is constructed here within the next five years, 
a sports-minded major league city is going to become a bush league 
sports town. Let's face it, on a professional level that’s the status 
right now. 

Oh, well, there’s always TV.

‘We haven’t completed plans or 
signed any contracts for a 1963 
game, but they have indicated 
they’d like to have us, and I have 
hopes we can get together on 
that date, also.’ 

In Los Angeles, Hill said he was 
glad to have completed arrange- 
ments for the game with Georgia 
Tech, which he described as “a 
national power, athletically and 


academically.”
